Experiment Station Com- 
pletes 6-Year Work With 


Sweet Potatoes 


y 


The results of the sweet potato ex- 


'^riments conducted by the Fruit and 
Truck Branch Experiment 
Station 


during the past five years will be a 
valuable guide to Arkansas fanners 
tn growing the 1934 sweet potato crop, 
according to G. W. Ware, assistant di- 
rector in charge of the station. 


Because of the reduced cotton acre- 


age, a "bumper" crop of sweet pota- 
tt»es is planned for feed and food. To 
obtain the best results, growers are 
interested in such production prob- 
lems as varieties, fertilizers, dates and 
rates of setting, and sixe of slips to 
set 


Six years results, including 14 va- 


rieties of sweet potatoes, show that 
Porto Bica and Nancy Hall are the 


" best general 
purpose • varieties for 


market, table and feed. The Triumph 
rhas been a much heavier yielder, but 
Is not a desirable table variety. 


Various kinds, amounts, and meth- 


ods of fertilization have been used on 
the branch station to determine which 
are most profitable on the average 
/arm. Five years results show htat 59 , 
bushels of marketable potatoes were 
grown per acre where no fertilizer was 


I Used, compared 
with 
173 bushles 


where 1000 pounds per acre of 5-10-5 
was applied. This 114 bushel increase 


> te the result of approximately $18.00 
" Vrorth of fertilizer. 
From this in- 


JEormaticn it is believed that 400 to 
800 pounds of a high grade complete 
fertilizer can be profitably used under 
' sweet potatoes for most conditions. 
Results show that the fertilizer Ihould 
be applied in the bed several days^be. 
fore setting to avoid ' injury to the 
slips. 


Tests show that early setting of slips 


is desirabe for heavy yields. Potatoes 
set early in May have given practical- 
Jy twice the yield of those set in the 
middle of June. Early planting en- 
courages the production of jumboes, 
but this tendency may be overcome 
by planting closer together. 


Other experiments here show that 


large well developed slips give high- 
er yields than smaller immature slips. 
Prliminary results 
indciate 
that a 


smal medium potato is better for bed- 
ding than "strings," and is as good as 
larger ones.

The board jippoint- 
cd by Secretary Dern to make n sfudy 
of the Army Air Corps held its first 
session today and promised an "im- 
mediate and thorough survey." 


The 
court 
proceedings 
will 
be 


brought by Boeing Air Transport Inc., 
National Air Transport 
Inc., Pacific 


Air Transport and Varncy Air Linos. 
All are subsidiaries of United Air- 
craft & Transport Inc. They will file 
complaints in District cf Columbia 
Supreme Court, aimed directly 
at 


Farley as a private individual and 
not in his official capacity 
on the 


ground that as head of the depart- 
ment he had no power to annul the 
contracts. 


"James A. Farley arbitrarily and in 


a manner contrary to law cancelled 
contracts of these companies without 
giving them any notice or any oppor- 
tunity to present the true facts." said 
a resume of the charges, issued at the 
office of William J. Donovun. lawyer 
for the air lines. 


"It is aleged that cancellation of 


these contracts without 
giving tho 


companies an opportunity for hearing 
deprives them of their property with- 
out due process of law in violation of 
the fifth amendment of thu constitu- 
tion." 


Bank Robbers Get 


Million a Year 


Small Ranks Suffer Great- 


est Loss, U. S. Sur- 


vey Reveals 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark.—Necessity of 


providing the best protective equip- 
ment In resist the efforts of robbers 
was stressed before the session of (lie 
Executive Council of the American 
Bankers association here Tuesday. 


A lorn,' report 
was 
presented by 


James K. Biuim, deputy manager ol 
the Protection Committee. 
t 


The report said there were fewer 


bank robberies last year but called 
attention to the "three or four thous- 
and less banks in the country to raid 
and burglarize." 


The report said that in the period 


covered, banks and trust companies 
in the United States suffered 188 day- 
light holdups. 29 night burglaries, or 
a total of 217 robberies. Last year 
there were 340 similar attacks. 
The 


report said that member banks had 
a total of 203 crimes reported to the 
committee for investigation. 


Non-member banks aggregate about 


half the number of those enrolled in 
the association, yet they suffered 57 
per cent of all the robberies com- 
mitted, it was reported. 


In the six months covered by the 


report 51.257.700 was obtained in raids 
en b-inks. compared with losses lotnl- 
inc 51.406.000 a year ago. the report 
said. 


These crimes cost the life of three 


bank employes, two 
spectators and 


eight officers. Since last August, bank 
rrbhcrics also cost the 
lives of 21 


criminals and causer! physical injury 
to ,'!0 hank employes, U by-standers, 
I" officers and 19 bandits, or a total 
of 110 casualties against 126 reported 
last year. 


"The selective tactics of bank ban- 


dil-s." the report said, "are also re- 
vealed in the fact that 52 of the 86 
hold-ups of member banks were di- 
rectly against banks in communities 
having less than 10,000 
population; 


eight wore in communities 
with a 


population r>f 10,000 to 50,000, and out- 
lying branch banks accounted for Hi 
of the remaining 26 daylight robberies. 


"Only 10 of the 8G raids on member 


bunks were in the largest cities, Banks 
and trust companies last year paid 
no let's than 520,000,000 for insurance; 
covering against 
loss through dis- 


honest and criminal acls alone." 


The committee also said that it re- 


guards as "urgently necessary" pas- 
sago of federal legislation.
